It is ex pected that if the co uncil ap­ 
pro v es the repo rt an effo rt will be made 
to o btain funfing fo r the full-time co m­ 
missio n. Abo ut $1,000 is needed to fund 
the co mmissio n, Martin said. 


The ho using repo rt was scheduled fo r 
co mpletio n early this mo nth, but Martin 
said sev eral co mmissio n members want­ 
ed to update info rmatio n in the r ^ r t, 
fo rcing the delay . 


The repo rt will reco mmend that the 
permanent co mmissio n study substan­ 
dard dwelling s and ho using fo r the co m­ 
munity ’s senio r citizais. It also reco m­ 
mends the city ’s building and ho using 
co de sho uld be updated. 


So me co mmissi(» ) members hav e said 
that the time limit impo sed o n the co m­ 
missio n made it difficult fo r any defini­ 
tiv e reco mmendatio ns o n the lo w-inco me 
ho using issue. 


THE COMMISSION also wrestled o v er 
the subject o f substandard ho using . Co n­ 
tradictio ns between definitio ns o f sub­ 
standard ho using o ftered by v ario us g o v ­ 
ernment ag encies delay ed co mmissi<m 
actio n fo r so me time. 


The lo w-inco me ho using issue has be« i 
clo uded since befo re the co mmissio n was 
established.

WHEN THE actio n was taken last 
y ear, City Atty . Ro bert DiLeo nardi said 
the raundl’s reso lutio n establishing the 
special o o mmissio n was “unclear.” 


Sev eral citizen’s g ro ups arg ued bo th 
sides o f the lo w-inco me ho using issue be­ 
fo re the dty co uncil to o k the actio n to 
fmm the co mmissio n. 


The dty then to o k nearly six mo nths to 
name m m bo a o f the co mmissio n. The 
sev en man panel was selected after 
the dty co uncil rejected the candidates 
reco mmended by May o r Herbert BehreL 


Bdirel had said be did no t plan to ap­ 
po int any o ne adio did no t hav e an o pen 
mind o n the ho using issue. 


The co uncil, ho wev er, did appro v e the 
appdntment o f at least o ne co mmissio n 
member who o ppo sed lo w-inco me bo us­ 
ing , Jo sefA Bo tte. Bo tte s e r ^ as the 
president o f the Des Plaines Citizens Op­ 
po sed to Lo w and Mo derate Inco me 
Ho using . 


The lack o f actio n o n the lo w-inco me 
ho using issue may require additio nal 
study befo re the city dev elo ps any de­ 
tailed 
plan fo r g o v ernment-financed 
ho using . 


The co mmissio n fo rmat g rew o ut o f the 
city rejectio n o f a fiv e po int plan aimed 
at dev elo ping lo w-inco me ho using , be­ 
cause the plan “lacked info rmatio n.” 


Mey er and sev eral o ther aldermen 
v o iced co nco n earlier this mo nth when 
bids fo r the six -sto ry budding came in 
abo ut $300,000 abo v e estimates. They ar­ 
g ued that perhaps the size o f building 
sho uld be rèduci to bring the co st into 
line with the city ’s estimate. 
MEYER SAID he is mo re co ncerned 
abo ut po ^ible co sts increases fo r the po ­ 
lice statio n, which will be the seco nd 
phase o f the city ’s civ ic center. 
“If the co sts increase that much o n the 
city hall, then I do ubt we can build the 
po lice facility fo r the $860,000 estimate,’ 
Mey « * said. He added that if the co st o f 
the po lice building increases g reatly , the 
city wo uld ex ceed its no n-refero idum 
bo nding limit, which is abo ut $3 millio n. 
The city has the po wer to sell bcmds fo r 
capital impro v ements up to o ne per cent 
o f its assessed v aluatio n. The city can 
sell additio nal bo nds, but a referendum 
must be held and v o ters must appro v e 
the sale. 
“Our first prio rity sho uld be the po lice 
facility and by ex ceeding the estimate o n 
the city hall, we are jec^ardiziiig this,” 
Mey er said. 
SEVERAL aldermen hav e sug g ested 
the city reduce the si^ o f the building by 
eliminating the to p two sto ries. 
Ho wev er the city has been to ld it 
mig ht no t sav e any mo ney by making 
such a mo v e. Kenneth Ho lmes o f the ar­ 
chitectural firm o f Ho lmes and Fo x said 
it is po ssible the city mig ht wind tq> pay ­ 
ing the same price fo r fo ur sto ries as 
they wo uld fo r six . 
Ho lmes estimated that the city co uld 
sav e between $80,000 to $100,000 per flo o r, 
but the Frederick Quinn Co nstructio n Co . 
o f Elk Gro v e^said that they wo uld reduce 
their price abo ut $35,000. 
The seco nd lo w bidder o n the pro ject is 
mo re than $120,000 abo v e the Quinn bid 
and ev en a max imum deductio n wo uld 
o nly bring co st clo se to the lo w bid fo r 
the six -sto ry building . 
OTHER CITY o fficials arg ued that the 
fo ur-sto ry building wo uld no t allo w ro o m 
fo r ex pansio n in the future. Adding the 
flo o rs later wo uld co st a g reat deal mo re 
than any sav ing s realized no w by elimi­ 
nating the flo o rs, they said. 
Ho lmes has also said that the initial 
$1.3 millio n estimate was to o co n­ 
serv ativ e. He said increased prices fo r 
material hav e been reflected in the bids 
o n the building . 
It is ex pected that a repo rt o n the city 
haU will be made to the city co uncil 
Tuesday . The city may take o fficial ac­ 
tio n and award co ntracts then.

The uncertainty o f the g aso line 
crisis, the co nstructio n barri­ 
cades lining ex pressway s, the 
m a dde n i n g swirling o f the 
cro wds at O’Hare Airpo rt, Unio n 
Statio n and Grey ho und Bus ter­ 
minals pro bably will co mbine to 
detract fro m the main purpo se o f 
trav elers.

Tho ug h no estimates are being 
made, O’Hare Airpo rt is ex ­ 
pecting an increase in passen­ 
g ers o v er last Labo r Day . TWA, 
fo r instance, ex pects abo ut a 
three per cent increase in pas­ 
seng ers this Labo r Day co m­ 
pared to last, when 5,500 perso ns 
flew o ut o f CSiicago . Other air­ 
lines hav e similar ex pectatio ns.

Des Plaines officials will meet again 
tonight to discuss methods of cutting cost 
on the proposed $1.6 million city hall 
building. 
One of the project’s major critics, Ald. 
Gerald Meyer (7th) said earlier this 
week that he had not completed his plans 


to reduce the price tag. The city coun­ 
cil’s building and grounds committee will 
meet at 8:30 p.m. 
“I hope to have some alternatives 
ready Friday,” said Meyer, who asked to 
delay action on accepting bids for city 
hall two weeks ago so the project could 
be studied in more detail. 


Low-income housing issue 
avoided by city panel

After more than a year of study, a city 
housing panel will submit its final re­ 
port next week, but the group has appar­ 
ently sidestepped the controversial issue 
of low-and moderate-income housing. 


The special Des Plaines Housing Com­ 
mission will urge the establishment of a 
permanent commission when the report 
is presented to the city council Tuesday. 
No mention of low-income housing is 
made in the report. 


Commission chairman Ralph Martin 
said he will make a full report to the city 
council outlining various recommenda­ 
tions. 


It is expected that if the council ap­ 
proves the report an effort will be made 
to obtain funding for the full-time com­ 
mission. About $1,000 is needed to fund 
the commission, Martin said. 


The housing report was scheduled for 
completion early this month, but Martin 
said several commission members want­ 
ed to update information in the report, 
forcing the delay. 


The report will recommend that the 
permanent commission study substan­ 
dard dwellings and housing for the com­ 
munity’s senior citizens. It also recom­ 
mends the city’s building and housing 
code should be updated. 


Some commission members have said 
that the time limit imposed on the com­ 
mission made it difficult for any defini­ 
tive recommendations on the low-income 
housing issue. 


THE COMMISSION also wrestled over 
the subject of substandard housing. Con­ 
tradictions between definitions of sub­ 
standard housing offered by various gov­ 
ernment agencies delayed commission 
action for some time. 


The low-income housing issue has been 
clouded since before the commission was 
established. The city council first de­ 
cided the commission should not deal 
with the issue at all but later reversed 
their stand and told the commission to 
develop its own study area. 


Garage break-in 


Burglars broke into the garage of a lo­ 
cal man and stole fishing and camping 
gear valued at $445, police said yester­ 
day. 


The victim, George Torgusen, 2073 
Plainfield Dr., told police that fishing 
tackle, two tents, and a sleeping bag 
were among the stolen gear. Torgusen, 
who reported the incident to police 
Wednesday, said the break-in occurred 
between Aug. 17-20. according to reports. 


The reversal came after the city 
learned that making the restrictions on 
low-income housing in the study could 
jeopardize chances for future federal 
grants for other projects, such as resi­ 
dential units for senior citizens. 


WHEN THE action was taken last 
year, City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi said 
the council’s resolution establishing the 
special commission was “unclear.” 


Several citizen’s groups argued both 
sides of the low-income housing issue be­ 
fore the city council took the action to 
form the commission. 


The city then took nearly six months to 
name members of the commission. The 
seven man panel was selected after 
the city council rejected the candidates 
recommended by Mayor Herbert Behrel. 


Behrel had said he did not plan to ap 
point anyone who did not have an open 
mind on the housing issue. 


The council, however, did approve the 
appointment of at least one commission 
member who opposed low-income hous­ 
ing, Joseph Botte. Botte served as the 
president of the Des Plaines Citizens Op 
posed to Low and Moderate Income 
Housing. 


The lack of action on the low-income 
housing issue may require additional 
study before the city develops any de­ 
tailed 
plan 
for 
government-financed 
housing. 


The commission format grew out of the 
city rejection of a five point plan aimed 
at developing low-income housing, be­ 
cause the plan “lacked information.” 


Meyer and several other aldermen 
voiced concern earlier this month when 
bids for the six-story building came in 
about $300,000 above estimates. They ar­ 
gued that perhaps the size of building 
should be reduced to bring the cost into 
line with the city’s estimate. 
MEYER SAID he is more concerned 
about possible costs increases for the po­ 
lice station, which will be the second 
phase of the city’s civic center. 
“If the costs increase that much on the 
city hall, then I doubt we can build the 
police facility for the $860,000 estimate,” 
Meyer said. He added that if the cost of 
the police building increases greatly, the 
city would exceed its non-referendum 
bonding limit, which is about $3 million. 
The city has the power to sell bonds for 
capital improvements up to one per cent 
of its assessed valuation. The city can 
sell additional bonds, but a referendum 
must be held and voters must approve 
the sale. 
“Our first priority should be the police 
facility and by exceeding the estimate on 
the city hall, we are jeopardizing this,” 
Meyer said. 
SEVERAL aldermen have suggested 
the city reduce the size of the building by 
eliminating the top two stories. 
However the city has been told it 
might not save any money by making 
such a move. Kenneth Holmes of the ar­ 
chitectural firm of Holmes and Fox said 
it is possible the city might wind up pay­ 
ing the same price for four stories as 
they would for six. 
Holmes estimated that the city could 
save between $80,000 to $100,000 per floor, 
but the Frederick Quinn Construction Co. 
of Elk Grove said that they would reduce 
their price about $35,000. 
The second low bidder on the project is 
more than $120,000 above the Quinn bid 
and even a maximum deduction would 
only bring cost close to the low bid for 
the six-story building. 
OTHER CITY officials argued that the 
four-story building would not allow room 
for expansion in the future. Adding the 
floors later would cost a great deal more 
than any savings realized now by elimi­ 
nating the floors, they said. 
Holmes has also said that the initial 
$1.3 million estimate 
was 
too 
con­ 
servative. He said increased prices for 
material have been reflected in the bids 
on the building. 
It is expected that a report on the city 
hall will be made to the city council 
Tuesday. The city may take official ac­ 
tion and award contracts then.

Driving will be Laborious 


by BARRY SIGALE 
About two million persons are 
expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 
The uncertainty of the gasoline 
crisis, the construction barri­ 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O’Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter­ 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 
And if Wisconsin is your final 
destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad­ 
vised to leave as early as possi­ 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 
IT’S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 
weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re­ 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 
Projections are that around 600 
persons will be killed on the na­ 
tion’s highways during the Fri­ 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 
The combination of auto traffic 
and s o m e 
construction 
bot­ 
tlenecks will make driving some­ 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they’re 
going towards Wisconsin. 
From 4 p.m. today to between 
4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan 
and 
In­ 
diana. 
ON THE WAY, drivers will en­ 
counter delays that could aggra­ 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be in effect. 
Most of the road work extends 
from O’Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc­ 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead­ 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 
It is here that motorists will 
encounter their biggest head­ 
ache. Only one lane in either di­ 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from 
Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon­ 


sin Highway Department, nor­ 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad­ 
vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug­ 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 
the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 
some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur­ 
veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 
auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus­ 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 
made, O’Hare Airport is ex­ 
pecting an increase in passen­ 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas­ 
sengers this Labor Day com­ 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air­ 
lines have similar expectations.

weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips.

Ron Merrihew of Mis­ 
sion Viejo, Calif., piloting the first plane 
out. 
U.S. and Thai military spokesmen said 
the squadron was returning to its home 
base at the Iwakuni Marine Air Station 
in Japan. By Saturday, 2,100 men and 35 
planes from Nam Phong will have de­ 
parted, the spokesmen said. 
A second squadron of Marine F4 Phan­ 
tom jets was to leave Nam Phong today 
and the last F4 squadron based there will 
leave tomorrow, the spokesmen said. 
The initial withdrawal from Thailand, 
expected to be completed by the end of 
this week, will involve about 3,550 Ameri­ 
can servicemen and more than IOO plan­ 
es. Talks on a second phase pullout will 
begin early next week. 
Military sources said other units in­ 


volved in the initial stages of the with­ 
drawal were Air Force squadrons sta­ 
tioned at Takhli. IOO miles north of Bang­ 
kok. The United States has F4s and 
swing-wing F ills at Takhli. 
The United States had about 45,000 ser­ 
vicemen and more than 600 planes sta­ 
tioned in Thailand at the time of the Aug. 
15 bombing halt in Cambodia. It was the 
largest concentration of U.S. airpower 
anywhere outside the United States. 
The Americans in Thailand are sta­ 
tioned at seven air installations across 
the country. They were built by the 
United States in the 1960s at a cost of 
more than $650 million. 
In Cambodia, government troops went 
into their third week of fighting without 
U.S. air support and scored a key victory 
when 2.500 troops broke through a rebel 
roadblock on Highway 5. Within hours, 
trucks were speeding along it with food 
supplies for the capital of Phnom Penh 
for the first time in six days. 
Government troops failed, however, to 
reopen Highway 4, another vital over- 
link, connecting the capital with Cam­ 
bodia’s only deepwater seaport at Kom- 
pong Som to the south.

Nixon plans the next step: appeal 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - Af­ 
ter a “spirited” debate with his lawyers, 
President Nixon decided Thursday to ap­ 
peal U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica’s 
historic ruling that Nixon must turn 
over the secret White House tapes for 
private judicial examination. 
The Western White House said the 
President’s appeal would be filed with 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in Washington 
before Sirica's deadline of next Thurs­ 
day. 
The move will be the next step toward 
placing the constitutional controversy be­ 
tween Nixon and Senate and federal in­ 
vestigators in the hands of the Supreme 
Court. 
Nixon made his decision after con­ 
sultations with White House counsel J. 
Fred Buzhardt and Charles Alan Wright, 
the University of Texas constitutional 
lawyer whom he has hired as a legal 


consultant on Watergate. 
There had been speculation the law­ 
yers might advise Nixon simply to ignore 
Sirica's order on the ground the doctrine 
of separation of powers makes the Presi­ 
dent immune to any court order, in­ 
cluding a demand for release of the 
tapes. 
Sirica ruled on a petition by special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox, 
who believes the tapes might contain 
critical evidence for the federal grand 
jury’s investigation of possible perjury, 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and other 
criminal activities by Nixon’s former 
White House and campaign aides. 
The judge said he wants to review the 
tapes and other documents sought by 
Wright to determine which are relevant 
to the Watergate inquiry and could be 
turned over to the grand jury without 
violating national security. 


Buzhardt and Wright were reported to 
have held a “spirited” debate on what 
Nixon’s next step should be, before the 
President decided to pursue the customa­ 
ry appeals process in the courts. Mean­ 
while Nixon has announced he will not 
comply with Sirica’s order. 
Nixon bases his refusal to release the 
tapes to anyone on the argument that 
their disclosure would so impair the con­ 
fidentiality of his office he could not car­ 
ry out his constitutional duties, and that 
he alone can decide whether they should 
remain secret. His lawyers also argue 
that the courts, as a separate and equal 
but not superior branch of government, 
have no authority to compel their re­ 
lease. 
Nixon has said, however, he would 
comply with a “definitive ruling” of the 
Supreme Court ordering him to release 
the tapes. 
Farm prices take huge leap 


WASHINGTON

-Signaling 
more potential food increases, the Agri­ 
culture Department reported Thursday 
that the average price of all raw farm 
products soared a record 20 per cent to a 
new all-time high in the month ended 
Aug. 15. 
Farm prices also topped IOO per cent 
of parity for the first time in 21 years, 
the department said. 
The monthly farm price report was the 
first major economic indicator to mea­ 
sure the impact of the July 18 end to 
wholesale and retail ceilings on all foods 
except beef. It showed prices 62 per cent 
above a year earlier. 
Rising prices for beef cattle, wheat, 


hogs and corn led the increases along 
with higher prices for soybeans, eggs 
and cotton. They were only partly offset 
by lower prices for tomatoes, potatoes 
and apples. 


Meat animals as a group were 68 per 
cent above a year earlier. 
Wheat rose to a record $4.45 per bush­ 
el, up $1.98 from mid-July and nearly 
triple a year ago. Rice averaged $10.70 
per hundredweight, a record high, and 
nearly double a year ago. Corn, rising 65 
cents from July, reached $2.68 a bushel 
compared with $1.53 a year earlier. 


Soybeans prices rose $2.30 from a 
month earlier to reach $8.99 a bushel, 


$1.01 below two months ago but well 
above the year ago price of $3.36 a bush­ 
el. 
Eggs rose to 69.4 cents a dozen, up 18.1 
cents from mid-July and only a fraction 
below the 69.6 cent record set in Decem­ 
ber, 1919. The August price was more 
than double a year earlier. 
A number of commodities were above 
the IOO per cent of parity figure which is 
considered a theoretically “fair” price 
for farm products in comparison with the 
cost of things that farmers buy. 
Hogs were at 152 per cent of parity, 
beef cattle at 116 per cent, eggs at 114 
per cent, soy beans at 180 per cent and 
dry beans at 115 per cent. 
Big Steel asks hike, draws indictment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Prospects for 
maintaining future domestic steel pro­ 
duction are grim unless the Cost of Liv­ 
ing Council allows the industry to boost 
prices. 
This was the claim made Thursday by 
Stewart S. Cort, chairman of Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., the nation’s second largest 
steel producing company. 


Cort told the council that an industry­ 
wide price increase was vital for domes­ 
tic firms because of heavy competition 
from foreign producers. 


While the steel executive was arguing 
for price hikes in Washington, however, 
a federal grand jury in Texas was in­ 
dicting Bethlehem, U. S. Steel, and Ar- 
mco — three of the nation’s biggest steel­ 
makers — on charges of violating anti­ 
trust laws. 
The three major firms and 14 smaller 
ones were accused of price-fixing and bid 


rigging on reinforcing steel bars, known 
as re-bars, which are used to reinforce 
concrete in highway, bridge building con­ 
struction. In 1971, sales of the steel bars 
by the defendants amounted to more 
than $40 million. 
At 
yesterday’s council 
hearing 
in 
Washington, Cort said a 5 per cent in­ 
crease of sheet and strip steel prices 
would not seriously hamper anti-inflation 
effort. 
Bethlehem and ll other steelmakers 
have already notified the council of their 
intentions to raise prices of flat rolled 
products — about 40 per cent of industry 
output — by an average of 5 per cent in 
September. 
James W. McLane, CLC deputy direc­ 
tor, said his agency was curious as to 
“how these proposed price increases im­ 
pact the consumers as they ripple 
through various levels in the economy.” 
Unless formally challenged by the 


council, the higher prices take effect 
within a few weeks. 
Meanwhile, the council has promised 
to rule “well before Sept. 15” on big four 
automaker requests for price increases 
from $55 to $106 on 1974 models. Wit­ 
nesses from all four firms argued that 
prices ought to be allowed to go up to 
meeting the added costs of antipollution 
and safety equipment required by the 
government.

Gas controls delayed a iveek 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Threatening 
to close their stations to motorists over 
the long Labor Day weekend, the na­ 
tion’s retail gasoline dealers Thursday 
won a one-week reprieve from Phase IV 
price controls on gasoline and diesel fuel. 
The controls, scheduled to go into ef­ 
fect Saturday, were postponed until Sept. 
7 by the Cost of Living Council. It was 
the third such postponement for retail 
gasoline controls. 
The council said it delayed the retail 
gasoline controls because of various 
court challenges. Attorneys for 165,000 
brand name gasoline dealers earlier in 
the day asked Chief Justice Warren Bur­ 
ger to suspend the controls. 


CLC director John T. Dunlop indicated 
that the Phase IV controls would not be 
extended again beyond Sept. 7, with this 
latest extension granted to give dealers 
time to comply with new rules. 
The American Automobile Assn. said 
the council’s surprise announcement end­ 
ed plans for a "widespread” holiday 
shutdown by the dealers, who claim the 
Phase IV controls will put some of them 
out of business. 
But, the AAA added, dealers in at least 
three regions — Connecticut, Pennsylva­ 
nia and the Cincinnati, O., area — still 
were threatening to close down and deal­ 
ers in Indiana and Illinois were “up in 
the air” about the shutdown. 


Quake hits in S. America 


A powerful earthquake shook the Co- 
lumbia-Venezuela frontier area Thurs­ 
day, as the relief effort continued in 
quake-ravaged Mexico. 
The new quake, of a magnitude slightly 
less than that which hit Mexico, rumbled 
for more than a minute and shook such 
major cities as Caracas. Bogota and Cu- 
cuta. There were no immediate reports 
of damage or casualties. 
The official death toll in the Mexico 


quake was put at 527, with 4,075 injured 
and an estimated 25.000 homeless, totals 
that made it the worst earthquake in the 
country's history’. 


The Mexican government continued to 
pump food, medicine, water and emer­ 
gency shelters into the broad interior dis­ 
aster zone. Word still was awaited on 
how the quake affected the 50.000 Indians 
living deep in the Zongolica mountains.

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Adlai Stevenson hits ’74 campaign trail early

^Vith his Republican opponent still un­ 
named, Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III has 
already begar fund-raising efforts for his 
1974 reelection campaign, with the aid of 
Sen Edmund S. Muskie. D-Maine. 
- In a letter dated Sept. I (tomorrow), 
Muskie is soliciting funds nationwide to 
finance Stevenson's campaign. 


, The letter, which predicts that “Adlai 
Stevenson will be a prime target of the 
Nixon administration, which will make 
every effort to defeat him and extinguish 
the Stevenson tradition.” is accompanied 
by the text of a speech on corruption in 
the administration which Stevenson de­ 
livered in the Senate nearly a year ago. 


Use of that Senate speech, in which 
Stevenson called Nixon politics “the poli­ 
tics of wealth and stealth.” is an early 
indicator of how’ Stevenson and other 
Democrats will attempt to exploit the 
Watergate scandal. 
THIS E.VRLY fund-raising campaign is 
also a clear indication that Stevenson 
contemplates a rugged campaign to re­ 
tain his Senate seat, whether his oppo- 
nert turns out to be Attorney General 
William Scott. U.S. Rep. John B. .\nder- 
.‘•'on. R-Rockford. or NATO Ambassador 
Donald Rumsfeld. 
Muskie's letter pictures Stevenson as a 
seer who foresaw “the cloud gathering 
over Washington, and the shadow it cast 
upon the entire political landscape.” 


Wrote Muskie, “ Now the storm he fore­ 
saw has broken. .And whatever the've r­ 
dict of future juries, the political process 
is already ravaged. 
“ I am wTiting to you today on behalf of 
Adlai Stevenson, and in the interest of 
repairing that process.” 
Muskie refers to Stevenson’s “ fight for 
reform” in the Illinois Legislature and as 
state treasurer, and his stand in “ the 
fight between special interests and the 
public interest,” which have earned him 
IOO per cent voting ratings from Common 
Cause, the National Education Associ­ 
ation, the League of Women Voters and 
the Consumer Federation of America; 
and a 96 per cent grade from the League 
of Conservation Voters. 
The Senate speech accompanying Mus- 


kie’s letter may be a preview of the cor­ 
ruption 
which 
StevensOTi 
w’ill 
allege 
throughout his campaign. 
It cites the Watergate burglary; the se­ 
cret Nixon campaign bankrolls; the Dita 
Beard memo; the profits gained by Agri­ 
culture Department officials from the 
Russian wheat sale; a presidential aid 
guiding postal bonds to his own in­ 
vestment house; failure of .Attorney Gen­ 
eral Herbert Kleindienst to report a 
bribe attempt; failure of the Justice De­ 
partment to prosecute an alleged anti­ 
trust violation in the merger of two large 
steel 
companies; 
and 
sundry 
other 
charges of corruption. 
Stevenson’s speech cited various forms 
of corruption which he said pervade the 
Nixon administration: financial corrup­ 


tion, the subversion of public interests 
for private interests, ^ 
finally the 
“ corruption of arrogance.” 
TH.AT H E proclaimed the worst of all 
corruption. With the Stevensonian rhetor­ 
ic so reminiscent of his father, he de­ 
clared: 
“ Take all the scandals of yesteryear, 
pile them block on block, and you cannot 
equal it. Find enough old deep-freezes to 
chill the Sahara; enough vicuna coats to 
warm the polar icecap; enough Persian 
rugs to dazzle a sultan — and still you 
cannot match that final betrayal of the 
people’s trust. The greatest scandal ~ 
the ultimate corruption — is an arrogant 
refusal to answer the questions of the 
people.” 
It promises to be a gritty campaign.

The teacher’s u nio n in East Maine Ele­ 
mentary Scho o l Dist. 63 has ado pted a 
six -po int pro gram designed to fo rce the 
scho o l bo ard to nego tiate wo rking co ndi­ 
tio ns. 
The pro gram calls fo r: 
• an ho u r-lo ng demo nstratio n befo re 
the Dist. 63 teacher institu te day Tu es­ 
day ; 
• to tal co mpliance with ru les and 
pro cedu res as o u tlined in co ntracts in­ 
clu ding arriv ing at scho o l at 8 :(6 a.m. 
and leav ing at 3 p.m. At the same time 
teachers are no t to v o lu nteer fo r ex tra 
wo rk su ch as lu nchro o m su perv isio n o r 
co aching scho lastic o r athletic activ ities; 
• no t v o lu nteering fo r su bco mmittees 
which giv e bo ard credit and no t attend­ 
ing after-scho o l o r no o n meetings; and 
• refu sing to su perv ise stu dent teach­ 
ers. 
“No ne o f these actio ns shall be co n­ 
stru ed in su ch a way as to ask any teach­ 
er to v io late his/her co ntract o r endan­ 
ger the safety o r edu catio n well-being o f 
the stu dents,” the plan states. 
THE PROGRAM was presented at the 
E a s t 
Maine 
Edu catio n 
Asso ciatio n 
(EBIEA) meeting Wednesday . EMEA, 
the teacher’s u nio n, affiliated '« ^ith the Il­ 
lino is Edu catio n Asso ciatio n (IEA) rep­ 
resents abo u t two thirds o f the district’s 


364 teachers, acco rding to president 
Hank O’Neil. Abo u t 90 members attended 
the meeting. 
Jim Pippen, a member o f the teachers’ 
nego tiating team, adv ised teachers no t to 
make any “administrativ e 
decisio ns” 
this y ear. 
“Mo st o f what happened 
(in the 
scho o ls) happened becau se we did the 
administrativ e wo rk. We made the deci­ 
sio ns . . . Within o ne week it will be hell 
o n wheels,” he said. 
If the bu rden o f administrativ e wo rk is 
cast back where it belo ngs “I do n’t kno w 
what will happen,” he said. 
Other EMEA members said the resu lt­ 
ing co nfu sio n in the scho o ls wo u ld u pset 
parents who wo u ld in tu rn pressu re the 
scho o l bo ard. 
Pippen su ggested teachers refu se ex tra 
wo rk su ch as lu nchro o m su per\isio n, 
spo nso ring clu bs and co aching scho lastic 
and athletic activ ities. He added they 
sho u ld giv e u p the stipends they receiv e 
fo r the jo bs. 
Only abo u t a third o f the teachers at 
the meeting who receiv ed stipends in­ 
dicated they were willing to giv e them 
u p. One teacher said she needed the ex ­ 
tra mo ney . 
MARILYN HADDEN, ano ther member 
o f the nego tiating team, adv ised teachers 
to take wo rk ho me rather than remain at 


scho o l after 3 p.m. to finish. 
Acco rding to the plan teachers are to 
arriv e no earlier o r later than 8:a5 a.m. 
and leav e ex actly at 3 p.m. no matter 
what they are do ing. 
Ano ther nego tiato r, Jerry Slo winski, 
said teachers sho u ld no t help lo ad bu ses 
after 3 p.m. as they ’v e do ne in the past. 
“At 3 o ’ckx df I will walk away and tell 
the administratio n it’s their pro blem,” 
he said. 
Requ ired fo rms and repo rts are to be 
su bmitted o nly at deadline times, acco rd­ 
ing to the plan. Teachers are also su p­ 
po sed to refu se filling o u t u seless su rv ey 
fo rms. “Things do get mislaid,” Slo w­ 
inski said. 
Parts o f the plan will innu ndate the 
administratio n u ix ler a to wering pile o f 
paper, said o ne u nio n leader. 
Teachers are asked to list all u nre­ 
paired bu ilding hazards daily , keep de­ 
tailed reo crds o f all classes o v er 25 and 
fo llo w all disciplinary ru les to the letter 
— which means filling o u t piles o f fo rms. 
“I plan o n filling o u t 300 (fo rms) this 
y ear,” sale Slo winski, describing ho w he 
wo u ld fo llo w disciplinary ru les du ring 
play gro u nd su perv isio n. 
TEACHERS WHO are appo inted to 
bo ard su bco mmittees sho u ld either u se 
the co mmittees to the adv antage o f the 
u nio n o r no t participate at all, acco rding 


to the plan. This inclu des passiv e attend­ 
ance at in-serv ice wo rksho ps and refu s­ 
ing to attend no o n and after-scho o l meet­ 
ings. 
So winski said if teachers hav e already 
accepted a stu dent teacher they hav e to 
take him o r her. “The co nditio ns in o u r 
district are no t v ery go o d fo r a stu dent 
teacher to see,” he added. 


The u nio n is no t planning to strike Jo e 
Anderso n, lEA repres« itativ e to ld the 
gro u p that striking at this time wo u ld be 
ineffectiv e. 
He su ggested striking alo ng with o ther 
scho o l districts so metime in the fu tu re if 
the actio n plan do esn’t wo rk. 


He po inted o u t that strikes in priv ate 
indu stry fo rce emplo y ers to nego tiate be­ 
cau se o f rev enu e lo sses. Bu t strikes in a 
scho o l district, he said, do n’t hav e that 
effect.

Gene 
Go wling, 18 o f Wheeling and its keeper, 
Dav id Pearso n, 18, o f Bu ffalo Gro v e 
went thro u gh sev eral ho u rs o f lie detec­ 
to r tests. 
Acco rding 
to 
Po lice 
Chief Harry 
Walsh, the skin giv en to ex perts at 
Bro o kfield Zo o was po sitiv ely that o f the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pu r­ 
chased in a su bu rban pet sto re fo r $17. 
Walsh said, ho wev er, the test also 
sho wed that the two y o u ths believ ed they 
o wned a Co bra. 
Walsh said the tests, called psy - 
cho lo gical-po ly graph tests, were taken by 
the y o u ths v o lu ntarily . He said they 
agreed to tests to sho w that the skin ex ­ 
amined was actu ally taken fro m the es­ 
caped snake. He added that tests sho wed 
the y o u ths were no t play ing a jo ke in 
say ing they believ ed a Co bra escaped.

At the same time 
teachers are not to volunteer for extra 
w’ork such as lunchroom supervision or 
coaching scholastic or athletic activities; 
• not volunteering for subcommittees 
which give board credit and not attend­ 
ing after-school or noon meetings; and 
• refusing to supervise student teach­ 
ers. 
“None of these actions shall be con­ 
strued in such a w*ay as to ask any teach­ 
er to violate his/her contract or endan­ 
ger the safety or education well-being of 
the students,” the plan states. 
THE PROGRAM was presented at the 
E a s t 
Maine 
Education 
Association 
(EMEA) meeting Wednesday. EME A, 
the teacher’s union, affiliated "nth the Il­ 
linois Education Association (IEA) rep­ 
resents about two thirds of the district’s 


364 teachers, according to president 
Hank O’Neil. About 90 members attended 
the meeting. 
Jim Pippen, a member of the teachers’ 
negotiating team, advised teachers not to 
make any “administrative 
decisions” 
this year. 
“Most of wrhat 
happened 
(in the 
schools) happened because we did the 
administrative work. We made the deci­ 
sions . . . Within one week it will be hell 
on wheels,” he said. 
If the burden of administrative work is 
cast back where it belongs “I don’t know 
what will happen,” he said. 
Other EMEA members said the result­ 
ing confusion in the schools would upset 
parents who would in turn pressure the 
school board. 
Pippen suggested teachers refuse extra 
work such as lunchroom supervision, 
sponsoring clubs and coaching scholastic 
and athletic activities. He added they 
should give up the stipends they receive 
for the jobs. 
Only about a third of the teachers at 
the meeting who received stipends in­ 
dicated they were walling to give them 
up. One teacher said she needed the ex­ 
tra money. 
MARILYN HADDEN, another member 
of the negotiating team, advised teachers 
to take work home rather than remain at 


school after 3 p.m. to finish. 
According to the plan teachers are to 
arrive no earlier or later than 8:05 a m. 
and leave exactly at 3 p.m. no matter 
what they are doing. 
Another negotiator, Jerry Slowinski, 
said teachers should not help load buses 
after 3 p.m. as they’ve done in the past. 
“At 3 o’clock I will walk away and tell 
the administration ifs their problem,” 
he said. 
Required forms and reports are to be 
submitted only at deadline times, accord­ 
ing to the plan. Teachers are also sup­ 
posed to refuse filling out useless survey 
forms. ‘ Things do get mislaid,” Slow- 
inski said. 
Parts of the plan will innundate the 
administration under a towering pile of 
paper, said one union leader. 
Teachers are asked to list all unre­ 
paired building hazards daily, keep de­ 
tailed reocrds of all classes over 25 and 
follow all disciplinary rules to the letter 
— which means filling out piles of forms. 
“I plan on filling out 300 (forms) this 
year,” saie Slowinski, describing how he 
would follow disciplinary rules during 
playground supervision. 
TEACHERS WHO are appointed to 
board subcommittees should either use 
the committees to the advantage of the 
union or not participate at all, according 


to the plan. This includes passive attend­ 
ance at in-service workshops and refus­ 
ing to attend noon and after-school meet­ 
ings. 
Slowinski said if teachers have already 
accepted a student teacher they have to 
take him or her, “The conditions in our 
district are not very good for a student 
teacher to see,” he added. 


The union is not planning to strike Joe 
Anderson, IEA representative told the 
group that striking at this time would be 
ineffective. 
He suggested striking along with other 
school districts sometime in the future if 
the action plan doesn’t work. 


He pointed out that strikes in private 
industry force employers to negotiate be­ 
cause of revenue losses. But strikes in a 
school district, he said, don’t have that 
effect. 


Anderson said that school district ac­ 
tually make money during strikes be­ 
cause they don’t have to pay teachers. 
He also pointed out that the districts do 
not lose any state aid, in most cases, be­ 
cause there are five free days each year. 
“Ifs hard to carry a strike past two, 
three days,” he added. 
He told the EMEA members not to 
strike, but to “think more in terms of 
guerilla warfare.”

Snake definitely not poisonous 


Buffalo Grove police said yesterday 
they are now positive the snake skin ex­ 
amined earlier this week is that of a 
harmless rat snake and not a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 
Police made their announcement after 
the owner of the escaped snake, Gene 
Gowling, 18 of Wheeling and its keeper, 
David Pearson, 18, of Buffalo Grove 
went through several hours of lie detec­ 
tor tests. 
According 
to 
Police 
Chief 
Harry 
Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookfield Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur­ 
chased in a suburban pet store for $17. 
W’alsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 
W’alsh said the tests, called psy- 
chological-polygraph tests, were taken by 
the youths voluntarily. He said they 
agreed to tests to show that the skin ex­ 
amined was actually taken from the es­ 
caped snake. He added that tests showed 
the youths were not playing a joke in 
saying they believed a Cobra escaped. 
The tests are reportedly the most ad­ 
vanced way of giving lie detector exam­ 
inations, according to police officials. 


DESPITE THE tests, however, Pear­ 
son faces a court date on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and a bill for the ex­ 
penses incurred by the village during a 
three-day search for the missing snake, 
before discovering it was non poisonous 
Yesterday, Village Trustee Thomas 
Mahoney told the Herald that if the bill 
is not paid, Pearson’s father may face a 


civil suit from the village to recover 
damages. 
Mahoney proposed a resolution Mon­ 
day night saying the village should try to 
recover the cost of the search. If it can­ 
not do so it should sue the owner of the 
home from where the snake escaped — 
in this case Pearson's father. 


Mahoney also said he did not propose 
the resolution because of negligence on 
Pearson’s part but because keeping 
snakes in Buffalo Grove is against vil­ 
lage ordinances. Thus, the village should 
not be responsible for the cost of the 
search. 


Pearson said W’ednesday that he will 
not pay the bill because he had contacted 
Buffalo Grove several weeks ago to see 
if the snake was illegal. He also said he 
offered to get rid of the snake if it was 
illegal and was not told to do so. 


Police have said they did not tell Per­ 
son to get rid (rf the snake because of 
“ bad information” from state sources 
who said the snake was legal.

125 single-family 


homes planned 


While current construction trends in 
many areas seem to favor multiple-fami­ 
ly housing, a Chicago development pro­ 
posed plans this week for 125 single-fami­ 
ly homes in Des Plaines. 


Representatives of Brooks and Sons 
Co. appeared before the Des Plaines 
Plan Commission to explain their propos­ 
al for a subdivision to be located on a 27- 
acre tract at Wolf and Road roads. 
George Brooks agreed current trends 
seem to lean towards multiple family 
housing, but there is still a market for 
homes in a medium price range. 
“I think there is a good market in Des 
Plaines for the development,” Brooks 
said. 
While complete plans are not finished 
for the development, which will be 
known as Stratford Manor, Brooks said 
he hopes to have all details ready to pre­ 
sent to the city in several weeks. 
Brooks said tentative plans call for the 
homes, which will be three and four bed­ 
room models, to be priced in the $35,000 
to $45,000 range. 
A spokesman for the company, who ap­ 
peared before the plan commission, said 
there may be a request to reduce the 
width of the streets in the development 
from the standard 66-foot width to 40 
feet. The developer would also grant the 
city’ a 13-foot easement on both sides of 
the street for utilities. 
If the street size variation is not 
allowed, the developer might have to 
request a variation on the city's stan­ 
dards for lot sizes, because not all of the 
lots would be the correct size 
The tract, which is commonly known 
as the Moehiing propery, is one of the 
largest undeveloped residential parcels 
remaining in Des Plaines. 
No formal action was taken by the 
plan commission on the proposed devel­ 
opment.

Planned to pro­ 
vide from one-third to one-half of the nu­ 
tritional needs of school children, the 
meal will be identical to that served to 
students who will pay 55 cents daily for 
the lunch.

Formu lating 
ev ery day p olicy and keep ing the 
bu reau cracy fu nctioning fell to a 
nominal Secretary of State, Will­ 
iam Rogers, while the glamor re­ 
mained in the White Hou se. Rogers 
did hav e triu mp hs, su ch as the 1970 
Middle East settlement, bu t Kissi­ 
nger stay ed in the p u blic’s ey e. 


Now, Kissinger is rep lacing Ro­ 
gers, and it ap p ears we’re abou t to 
retu rn to an era of strong and 
p rominent Secretaries of State, as 
elemp lified by Dean Acheson and 
George C. Marshall. 


Part of the State Dep artment’s 
strength will come throu gh Kissin­ 
ger's Cabinet role, and we hop e it 
rep resents a trend to more Cabinet 
au thority throu ghou t the Nix on .Ad­ 
ministration.

• He did not know of and wou ld not 
hav e ap p rov ed of the w1retaK>ing of 
three top State Dep artment officials 
in 1969-1971 ordered by the White Hou se 


in an effort to stop news leaks. 
Sou rces close to Rogers acknowledge 
that the ou tgoing Secretary of SUtc, who 
is to be rep laced by Presidential assist­ 
ant Henry A. Kissinger, was distu rbed by 
the Watergate scandal; the wiretap p ing 
orders, the v iolations of law and the 
creation of the “p lu mbers grou p ” in the 
White Hou se. 
Rogers is known to feel that the gov ­ 
ernment op erates best when it follows 
p rocedu res which hav e been dev elop ed 
ov er many y ears and relies on its estab­ 
lished institu tions. 
Therefore, he believ es the Whiie 
Hou se, rather than create the eotiraor- 
dinary “p lu mbers grou p ,” shou ld hav e 
tried to conv ince FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoov er of the need to take aggressiv e 
action to stop the news leaks. In the end, 
p artly becau se of Hoov er’s u ncoop erativ e 
attitu de, the White Hou se went arou nd 
his back to establish the controv ersial 
“p lu mbers.” 


Rogers also was galled by the manner 
in which Kissinger sou ght to increase 
his p ower within the administration and 
frequ ently u su rp ed the au thority of the 
Secretary of State.

Kissinger a good choice 


President Richard Nixon's choice 
of Henry A. Kissinger as Secretary 
of State is more than the selection 
of the best man to fill this position; 
it creates the possibility of a funda­ 
mental shift in direction for the 
Nixon Administration. 


For the past four and a half 
years, 
Kissinger 
has 
been 
the 
White House’s resident shaper of 
cataclysm ic changes in American 
foreign policy. Among his diplo­ 
matic 
triumphs 
have 
been 
the 
hard-won Vietnam peace accords 
a n d 
t h e 
spectacular 
rapport 
achieved with Communist China; 
he’s also earned the reputation as 
the 
philosopher 
who 
undergirds 
Nixon’s view of foreign affairs. 


However, as a result of Kissin­ 
ger’s sweeping achievements, the 
12.000-person 
State 
Department 
slid into obscurity. 
Formulating 
everyday policy and keeping the 
bureaucracy functioning fell to a 
nominal Secretary of State, Will­ 
iam Rogers, while the glamor re­ 
mained in the White House. Rogers 
did have triumphs, such as the 1970 
Middle East settlement, but Kissi­ 
nger stayed in the public's eye. 


Now, Kissinger is replacing Ro­ 
gers, and it appears we’re about to 
return to an era of strong and 
prominent Secretaries of State, as 
exemplified by Dean Acheson and 
George C. Marshall. 


Part of the State Department's 
strength will come through Kissin­ 
ger's Cabinet role, and we hope it 
represents a trend to more Cabinet 
authority throughout the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration. 
Too 
many 
of 
the 
White House errors and excesses of 
the Watergate days were caused 
by a too-secret, too-arrogant White 
House staff. This kind of closed op­ 


eration can be changed if Cabinet 
officers are permitted closeness to 
the President — the kind of author­ 
ity which Kissinger has possessed 
as a Presidential adviser. 


Our gravest concern about the 
appointment is that the debonair 
Kissinger retains that umbilical 
cord to the White House in his role 
as Special Assistant to the Pres­ 
ident for National Security. 


On one level, this may assure the 
State Department of a special pipe-

New laws lift mental health outlook

The financial picture for local mental 
health services has brightened consid­ 
erably in recent weeks, in light of the 
enactment of two new state laws and an 
upsurge in federal revenue-sharing funds 
alloted to townships. 


Gov. Daniel Walker recently signed 
into law a bill specifying that townships 
could use federal revenue sharing funds 
for any “ priority expenditures’’ defined 
by 
the 
federal 
government. 
Mental 
health is one of those categories. 


And recently, township officials have 
learned they can expect approximately 
twice as much in revenue-sharing funds 
next year as they were anticipating. 


Meanwhile, the governor also signed 
into law a bill authorizing townships to 
use monies from the town fund for pay­ 
ments “ to established, recognized mental 
health agencies as payment for services 
to township residents.” The bill was 
sponsored by Rep. Robert S. Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and co-sponsored by Rep. 
E u g e n i a S. Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights. 
MANY TOWNSHIPS in the suburban 


area formerly supplied funds to mental 
health organizations through a 2 per cent 
fee they charged other governments for 
collection of taxes. 
A court ruling in 1969, however, ren­ 
dered that collection fee unlawful. 
“ Many mental health agencies were 
severely crippled by this change,” Juck­ 
ett noted, “ and the state had to supply 
emergency aid.” 


Howard Olsen, Palatine Township su­ 
pervisor, noted that prior to the court 
ruling, Palatine Township had supplied 
nearly $200,000 to mental health agencies 
“ over a five or six-year period.” Sub­ 
sequently, a referendum to establish a 
mental health district, with taxing pow­ 
ers, failed. “ Since that time, we have not 
been able to do much,” Olsen noted. 


But he said the Palatine Board of 
Auditors already is considering requests 
for revenue-sharing funds from mental 
health agencies, and expects to begin dis­ 
bursing money soon. 
The Juckett law specifically empowers 
townships to include “ mental health and 
retardation” services in their budgets. 
Juckett said township officials had been 
reluctant to do that before because only 


“ health” services were specified in the 
act. 
Richard M. Hall, Elk Grove Township 
supervisor, said his board plans to make 
a “ substantial contribution” to mental 
health next year through revenue shar­ 
ing funds. 
“ But this bill means that if anything 
happens to revenue sharing, we would be 
able to continue such contributions,” be 
said. 
THE LAW DOES not affect the statu­ 
tory limit on the tax rate of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation for the town 
fund. 
But all townships in the Northwest sub­ 
urbs collect only a fraction of that 
amount. The town fund rate in Wheeling 
Township, for instance, is only 2.8 cents 
per $100 valuation. 
Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling Township su­ 
pervisor, said township officials antici­ 
pate using revenue-sharing funds to bol­ 
ster mental health services, but will also 
study the Juckett bill. 
V e r n o n Laubenstein, Schaumburg 
Township supervisor, said his board has 
also planned expanded mental health 
contributions in anticipation of the two 
new laws.

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Are a libra rie s gua rd a ga inst fire

Fire! It could do more damage to a 
public library than any vandal 
While a national study has revealed 
that most public libraries Ignore this po­ 
tential hazard, this is not the case in the 
Northwest suburbs. PuUk libraiy offi­ 
cials in the area are well aware of the 
problem and have taken precautions 
against it 
Of 2S5 libraries in 3 9 states polled in 
the national study, six of ten had no fire 
alarms and nearly nine of ten had no 
automatic sprinkler systems. Out of nine 
public libraries polled by The Herald, 
only one did not have at least a fire 
alarm or a heat-activated sprinkler sys­ 
tem. Three libraries had both. 
Only the Elk Grove Villas PuUic li­ 
brary bad neither an alarm nor qxinkler 
system. Librarian Bfary dark said the 
building is 
fireproof as materials can 
pownWy be.” Also, there are eight fire 
extinguishers in tiie library and the fire 
dqMutment is only about a minute away, 
she said. 
“The fire department could smell a 
fire here,** said Virginia James, business 
manager. “They could probably even 
smell a burnt out bulb.** Elk Gixwe, like 
the other libraries, receives periodic in­ 
spections by the fire department. 
The Mount Prospect I^iUic Library 
does not have a fire alarm, but does 
have a powder ^irinkler system that can 
be aet oir by heat detectors. “We have 
about five sprinkler systems in the build- 
ing,** said Maiy Jo Hutchings, librarian. 
“We are trying to keep ig> with the new 
developments.’* The original library was 
built in 1960 and added to in 1962. 
THE DES PLAINES. Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows, and Arlington Heights librar- 
ies have fire alarms hooked up directly 
to the fire department or police station. 
The alarms can be set ofi manually by 
breaking the glass in the alarm box or 
by heat and smoke detectors throughout 
the building, librarians reported that 
several times false alarms went off, the 
fire departm«its re^xmded in minutes. 
“A rise of 15 degrees in heat per min­ 
ute will set off our alarms,’* said Bob 
Dty, maiiitenance engineer at the Ar­ 
lington Heights Memorial Library. “If 
you held a match underneath one you 
would set off the alarm in a minuce.” 
The Arlington Itoights library, the 
largest in circulation in the Northwest 
suburbs, also has fire extinguishers on 
both f k ^ . “We have a water pressure 
extinguisher on the main floor which is 
good for paper,’* Day said. “And we 
have Co2 extinguishers on tte upper floor 
which is good for electrical fires and 
flammable liquids.’* He said the piping in 
the building, is all asbestos and the 
building itself is nearly all concrete 
block, “as good a fireproofing method as 
there Is.’* 
When Rolling Meadows built its library 
in 1998, planners were very conscious 
about the possibility of fire. “At that 
time it was advised not to put in a water 
sprinkler system because they cause 
m ^ damage to the books than fire,’* 
said librarian ^^^gmia Connell. “Today, 
though, th«« is a better drying-out sys­ 
tem for books. 
LIBRARIES 
IN Prospect 
Heights, 
Wheding and Schaumburg Township 
have sprinkler systems besides the 
alarms. *nie Prospect Heights Public li­ 
brary, with a new building that opened 
last November, has overhead water 
sprinklers throughout the library. The 
carpet is also fire resistant, according to 
hbrarian Rose McDonald. 
Besides local inspections, the library 
abo gets inspected by the state, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. McDonald. 
The Schaumburg Township library, 
with a new building that also opened in 
November, has an elaborate fire detec­ 
tion system like the one found in public

schools. There is a master control panel 
for the fire alarm and the pand shows if 
the alarm system itself is functioning 
properly. 
“We have water sprinklers also, but 
only in areas away from books,** said 
librarian Mike Madden. “I think its hard­ 
er for books to burn than to be destroyed 
by water.’’ 
The fire prevention system in the 17- 
year-old building housing the Wheeling 
Public Library was remodeled two years 
ago. Besides an alarm, there is a water 
sprinkler system above the section w^ere 
periodicals are stored, according to li- 


brarian Ken Swanson. 
TH E 
NATIONAL 
REPORT 
also 
showed that while library officials cite 
thievery and vandalism as major prob­ 
lems, only half have burglary alarms. 
The rep ort also suggested that to guard 
against theft, libraries improve their 
checkout points, either with electronic 
detection devices or package inspections. 
The report suggested also that libraries 
replace expensive reference books with 
inexpensive copies to cut dov/n the high 
cost of vandalism. 
The Wheeling, Schaumburg Township, 
Prospect Heights and Arlington Heights 


libraries have burglar alarms hooked up 
to the local police stations. Although 
there have been false alarms, no library 
has ever suffered a burglary. 
To guard against theft during open 
hours, the libraries have all centralized 
their checkout desks and have limited 
entrances and exits to one area. Fire 
doors in other areas of the buildings 
have alarms that go off when the doors 
are opened. 
The Des Plaines Public Library is the 
only library to provide an inspectioo at 
the door which is done manually during 
peak hours, between 4 and 9 p.m.

While a national study has revealed 
that most public libraries ignore this po- 
ial hazard, this is not the case in the 
Northwest suburbs. Public library offi­ 
cials in the area are well aware of the 
problem and have taken precautions 
against it 
Of 255 libraries in 39 states polled in 
the national study, six of ten had ne fire 
alarms and nearly nine of ten had no 
automatic sprinkler systems. Out of nine 
public libraries polled by The Herald, 
only one did not have at least a fire 
alarm or a heat-activated sprinkler sys­ 
tem. Three libraries had both. 
Only the Elk Grove Village Public Li­ 
brary had neither an alarm nor sprinkler 
system. Librarian Mary Clark said the 
building is “ as fireproof as materials can 
possibly be.” Also, there are eight fire 
extinguishers in the library and the fire 
department is only about a minute away 
she said. 
“ The fire department could smell a 
fire here, said Virginia James, business 
manager. “ They could probably even 
smell a burnt out bulb.” Elk Grove, like 
the other libraries, receives periodic in­ 
spections by the fire department. 
The Mount Prospect Public Library 
does not have a fire alarm, but does 
have a powder sprinkler system that can 
be set off by heat detectors. “ We have 
about five sprinkler systems in the build­ 
ing, .>aid Mary Jo Hutchings, librarian. 
“ We are trying to keep up with the new 
developments.” The original library was 
built in 1950 and added to in 1962. 
THE DEIS PLAIN ES, Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows, and Arlington Heights librar­ 
ies have fire alarms hooked up directly 
to the fire department or police station. 
The alarms can be set off manually bv 
breaking the glass in the alarm box or 
heat and smoke detectors throughout 
the building. Librarians reported that 
f ra3 times false alarms went off, the 
fu e departments responded in minutes. 
“ A rise of 15 degrees in heat per min­ 
ute will set off our alarms,” said Bob 
Day, maintenance engineer at the Ar­ 
lington Heights Memorial Library. 
you held a match underneath one 
would set off the alarm in a minute.” 
The Arlington Heights library’, 
largest in circulation in the Northwest 
suburbs, also has fire extinguishers on 
both floors. “ We have a water pressure 
extinguisher on the main floor which is 
good for paper,” Day said. “ And we 
have Co2 extinguishers on the upper floor 
which is good for electrical fires and 
flammable liquids.” He said the piping in 
the building, is all asbestos and the 
building itself is nearly all concrete 
block, “ as good a fireproofing method as 
there is.” 
When Rolling Meadows built its library 
in 1968. planners were very conscious 
about the possibility of fire. “ At that 
time it was advised not to put in a water 
sprinkler system because they cause 
more damage to the books than fire,” 
said librarian Virginia Connell. “ Today, 
though, there is a better drying-out sys­ 
tem for books.

To guard against theft during open 
hours, the libraries have all centralized 
their checkout desks and have limited 
entrances and exits to one area. Fire 
doors in other areas of the buildings 
have alarms that go off when the doors 
are opened. 
The Des Plaines Puhlic Library is the 
only library to provide an inspection at 
the door which is done manually during 
peak hours, between 4 and 9 p.m.

The disease may inv olv e many differ­ 
ent mu scle grou ps. Characteristically , 
the arms may become stiff, ev en the 
mu scles that mov e the tongu e and lips 
are affected, which in tu rn can inv olv e 
the speech. The mu scles of the face may 
become stiff cau sing the mask-like ex ­ 
pressionless stare of the person with 
Parkinson’s disease. 


The most common first sy mptom of 
Parkinson’s disease is the tremor of the 
hand. It may inv olv e one or both hands. 
There are many different kinds of trem­ 
ors, inclu ding those cau sed by ov eractiv e 
thy roids, so the presence of the tremor 
alone is not proof of Parkinson’s disease. 
The mov ement of the thu mb against the 
fingers in Parkinson’s disease has be« i 
described as a pill rolling tremor, char­ 
acteristic of the disease. Very often a 
person with this problem may be doing 
something and simply freeze in one posi­ 
tion. 


The cau se for the changes in the brain 
cells in most cases is not knowm. In a 
few cases, the cau se is identifiable as 
prev iou s erx ;ephalitls (inflammation of 
the brain), poisoning (either throu gh 
dru gs or tox ins), and, rarely , brain tu ­ 
mors or other problems. Many indiv id­ 
u als with encephalitis du ring an epidem­ 
ic in 1918 to 1926 dev eloped Parkinson's 
disease later. Some manifested their first 
sy mptom as long as 10 y ears after the 
episode of encephalitis. It’s rare for the 
sy mptoms to progress su fficiently rapid 
to disable an indiv idu al within fiv e y ears 
after the first sy mptom is first noted. It 
u su ally takes 10 to 20 y ears before the 
indiv idu al becomes incapacitated. 


PERHAPS THE most widely popu ­ 
larized treatment is the u se of L-Dopa. 
Apparently it replaces some needed 
chemical su bstance within the affected 
brain cells so that normal fu nction is re­ 
su med, wdiich in tu rn means the spastic­ 
ity or rigidity of the ov er-contracted 
mu scles disappears. As they relax , the 
person may retu rn to near normal fu nc­ 
tion. Not ev erj'one has benefitted from 
this medicine and some peonle hav e 
complications from it. Nev ertheless, it is 
an important addition to treatment of 
these problems. 


Other medicines hav e been u sed and 
the wliole gamu t of phy sical therapy , in­ 
clu ding heat and ex ercises to maintain 
the fu ll range of fu nction for as long as 
possible.

Simpson, whose comments were made 
in a speech to the Produ ct liability Pre- 
v enion Conference meeting here, said 
warning labels on cigarette pa<*ages 
shou ld su bstantially back the commis- 
fion’s petition.

Donald Strong 
ex plains. Ck)ntinental Bank at that time 
was interested in dev eloping a compu ter 
program it cou ld sell to school districts 
and the two sides got together. 
“(k)ntinental gav e u s free serv ice for a 
y ear and we started working together on 


programmed bu dgeting,” Strong sap. In 
addition, the bank paid the school district 
an hou rly rate for c(Hisu ltant time ^pent 
with Strong and other administrators in 
dev eloping the program.

School district likes hanking on its own computer 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you please 
tell me something about Parkinson’s dis­ 
ease and what it’s all about. I under­ 
stand there isn’t too much known about 
it. I would like information about the 
cause, the symptoms and the effects it 
has on an individual. 


Dear Reader — Parkinson’s disease in­ 
volves changes in brain cells, particular­ 
ly those that control movements. In 
Parkinson's disease the contracted mus­ 
cles cause stiffness. The muscles that 
are contracted are those that cause the 
stooped posture characteristic of Park­ 
inson's disease. The body movements are 
actually slowed because it’s more diffi­ 
cult to move the joints when some of the 
muscles are stiffened. 


The disease may involve many differ­ 
ent muscle groups. Characteristically, 
the arms may become stiff, even the 
muscles that move the tongue and lips 
are affected, which in turn can involve 
the speech. The muscles of the face may 
become stiff causing the mask-like ex­ 
pressionless stare of the person with 
Parkinson’s disease. 


The most common first symptom of 
Parkinson’s disease is the tremor of the 
hand. It may involve one or both hands. 
There are many different kinds of trem­ 
ors, including those caused by overactive 
thyroids, so the presence of the tremor 
alone is not proof of Parkinson’s disease. 
The movement of the thumb against the 
fingers in Parkinson’s disease has been 
described as a pill rolling tremor, char­ 
acteristic of the disease. Very often a 
person with this problem may be doing 
something and simply freeze in one posi­ 
tion. 


The cause for the changes in the brain 
cells in most cases is not known.

al, Westchester Classic and USI Classic 
in Sutton, Mass., p robably would be in­ 
cluded in this group .

All are 
fine golfers and capable of winning on 
any given Sunday, but they aren’t the 
ones the galleryites come to see. 
So the sponsors putting up the money 
naturally insist on the Nicklauses, Palm­ 
ers, Trevinos, and Weiskopfs. That’s un­ 
derstandable enough. 
Similarly, it is understandable when a 
Nicklaus, Palmer or Trevino says he 
doesn’t wish to play in every champion­ 
ship tournament. These, by the way, 
would be in addition to such other blue 
ribbon ones as the U. S. Open, Masters 
and PGA. 
Ifs a stickler, with justification on 
both sides, but what it boils down to in 
the end is what it always has before — 
the haves on one side and the have-nots 
on the other. The have-nots are eager to 
play in as many tournaments as they 
possibly can, especially the big ones; the 
haves aren’t that eager at all. 
People like Jack Nicklaus, Arnold 
Palmer and Lee Trevino have contrib­ 
uted a lot to golf. They say they wish to 
contribute more. The way they can is by 
helping to implement Joe Dey’s proposal. 
They are the leaders, and leaders always 
are called upon to do more.

shopping and wait several weeks for delivery, only to be handed a bill much higher than the original 
quote when you go in to pick up the car. lf this happens (and it s perfectly legal, while not exactly 
above board) you will have wasted a lot of time. may find it difficult to back out of the deal, and 
worse yet. you may wind up paying more th.m you ever dreamed of for that particular make of car.

The fiv e pachy derms perform together 
as one of the featu red animal acts in the 
L. N. Fleckles and Company Circu s, now 
a part of the Fu tu re of America Fair at 
Arlington Park. 
And I’m conv inced . . . throu gh only a 
brief encou nter with sev eral “beasts of 
the ju ngle,” that animal tamers mu st 


u se force, bu t rely more on psy diology . 
“You teach y ou r animals the naeaning 
of respect ju st as y ou wou ld y ou r own 
children,” said Baron Ju liu s Von Uhl re­ 
ferring to his hou sehold, a den of lions 
and tigers. 
Iv an Henry agrees. He trav els the 
cou ntry with a trailer load of diim- 
panzees. 
Ev en depbants are su rprising. They 
learn and respond to simple v erbal com­ 
mands. No additional prompting or hand 
motions are necessary . 
Once trainer Col. Lee Keener receiv ed 
an elephant to work into his act that pre­ 
v iou sly had only tou red with circu ses in 
Germany . 


“SHE HAD BEEN broken in German 
and that’s all she knew,” said Keener, 
who solv ed the langu age barrier by hav ­ 
ing his German maiden first watch and 
then mimic her classmates. Gradu ally 
she picked u p an English v ocabu lary , 
ox Migh for an elephant any how. 
Keener is on the road 11 months ou t of 
the y ear. Bu t his elephants don’t seem to 
mind. They ’v e nev er known any other 
kind of life. 
Howev er, Keener does take pre­ 
cau tions to keep Dolly and the others ou t 
of cold drafts becau se elephants are 
prone to pneu monia . . . and as one 
might gu ess, a wheezing pachy derm is 
difficu lt to treat 


Zoo elephants who hav e spent some 
time behind bars seldom interest cir­ 
cu ses becau se they are already too old to 
adju st to the rigors 
trav el. 
“Many taken from a zoo dev elop kid­ 
ney problems from the continu al ju ggling 
of the tru cks,” said Keener. (Not that I 
didn’t ex perience my own kind of ju ggl­ 
ing on top of Dolly .) 


TOMMIE. WHO weighs in at 9,000 
pou nds and daily has his long white tu sks 
ru bbed down with a Brillo pad, is the 
only fu ll-grown male pachy derm cu r­ 
rently performing in a circu s. 
Male elephants hav e a tendency to be­ 
come mean and u ncooperativ e as they 
grow older while females retain a mu ch 
sweeter disposition. 
Tommie is an ex ception. His only jnrob- 
lem right now is his size. Elephants slow 
down, bu t they nev er do entirely stop 
growing and poor Tommie is ju st not as 
agile as he once was. Oh, those situ ps. 
What a strain. 
Closer to the grou nd and a lot more 
cu ddly , chimpanzees react v ery mu ch 
like people and hence shou ld be treated 
accordingly . That’s the opinion (rf Iv an 
Henry who performs with three of them 
daily . 
“YOU KNOW WHAT they alway s say . 
. . when God made the ape he was al­ 
ready a little disappointed in man,” said 


Henry who sees no diff« mce in the 
small problems and idiosy ncracies of 
chimps than those su ffered by hu mans. 
“They need to cry on y ou r shou lder now 
and then ju st like people. 
“They occasionally get their feelings 
hu rt or they can be cross and stu bborn 
too,” he continu ed. 
When one of his chimps steps ou t of 
line, Hem^ does what ev ery normal par­ 
ent wou ld do in the same situ ation . . . 
takes ou t the paddle. 
“Of cou rse a chimpanzee is v ery con­ 
sciou s he is performing,” continu ed Hen­ 
ry , who is the fou rth generation in his 
family to become a drcu s performer. 


HENRY HAS ONE small sensitiv e ac­ 
tor that tu rns his back on the au dience 
u nless be hears applau se. 
“He will continu e to do what I tell him 
to, bu t he isn’t happy u nless he knows 
the au dience is pleased. Animals, too, 
mu st learn to enjoy their work. I try to 
instill that in my chimpanzees.” 
Unlike many circu s performers and 
trainers, Baron Ju liu s Von Uhl was not 
born into the bu siness. Son of a Bu dapest 
su rgeon, he went to the circu s one day at 
the impressionable age of 6 and was du ly 
taken with the lion tamer. 
“I said to my self . . . that’s what I’m 
going to be when I grow u p,” said the 
Baron concerning his career choice. 
Ju liu s performs with six male lions 
and two tigers, one male and one female. 
It’s not that he intends to discriminate 
bu t male cats, thou gh harder to work 
with, are more ferociou s and thu s great­ 
er crowd pleasers. 


“SOME LIKE ME. some d<m’t. Bu t 
they all know they hav e to work,” said 
Ju liu s abou t his clan. 
“It’s the same at an office, isn’t it? 
Some people like their boss, others don’t, 
bu t they all do their job. Only , it’s diffi­ 
cu lt to fire a lion. 
“If they don’t feel good y ou mu st find 
ou t why . If they fight among themselv es 
y ou mu st act as referee. Bu t alway s, no 
matter what, I am top cat. And they 
know it,” he continu ed. 
“If y ou don’t teach a y ou ng child the 
meaning of respect he’s going to grow u p 
to be a ju v enile delinqu ent. I raise my 
cats the same way . If they don’t respect 
.me, they are going to eat me u p,” contin­ 
u ed Ju liu s.

We learn nothing new 
from the pop invasion of this sad lady’s 
privacy — just the old, worn lesson of 
pain.

Each song on the album, including 
three of his own, is a highly reflective 
look at life. Matthews’ style of singing 
perfectly fits the material. 


MATTHEWS IS A singer who has 
made a career out of changing styles. He 
is a former member of the English group 
Fairport Convention and his own groups, 
Matthews Southern Comfort and Plain­ 
song. It seems each time he finds suc­ 
cess with a certain musical format, he 
abandons it to find another. 
This is a fine album. One in which 
each song has something to recommend 
it; although, my favorites are “ 7 Bridges 
Road” with its close harmonies and “ Old 
Man At the M ill.” Matthews, who plays 


guitar, is helped by Nesmith, Danny

When Lady Long Legs wants to teed her family, she 
starts to spin. Her silky web is made from a special 
liquid that comes from her spinneret. These silk strands 
catch tasty insects that venture too close. 


It's fun to study Mrs. Long Legs' handiwork. One of 
the prettiest webs is the wheel-shaped orb web made 
by the garden spider. You may find one on a bush, 
fence or low tree branch. It hangs up and down to 
catch flying insects. Wait quietly nearby to see what 
happens when one flies into the trap. 


The spider may save him for a future meal by spin­ 
ning silk threads around him. Or she may sting him and 
enjoy her snack on the spot. The male spider rounds up 
his own meals—and sometimes makes a tasty meal for 
the female spider. 


Early on a summer morning, you may find a lacy web 
shining with dew on the grass. It was probably made by 
a grass spider. She waits for insects to tumble in her 
funnel-shaped web. Triangular webs in bushes or low 
tree branches are usually made by a triangle spider. 
And those cobwebs near the ceiling in your house are 
spun by a house spider. 


Sometimes spiders bite, so don't pick them up. It's 
also important not to kill them, since they are helpful 
friends. They eat many pesty insects that spread disease 
and harm growing things.

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LOOK WHAT LADY LONG LEGS DID! 


When Lady Long Legs wants to feed her family, she 
starts to spin. Her silky web is made from a special 
liquid that comes from her spinneret. These silk strands 
catch tasty insects that venture too close. 


It's fun to study Mrs. Long Legs' handiwork. One of 
the prettiest webs is the wheel-shaped orb web made 
by the garden spider. You may find one on a bush, 
fence or low tree branch. It hangs up and down to 
catch flying insects. Wait quietly nearby to see what 
happens when one flies into the trap. 


The spider may save him for a future meal by spin­ 
ning silk threads around him. Or she may sting him and 
enjoy her snack on the spot. The male spider rounds up 
his own meals—and sometimes makes a tasty meal for 
the female spider. 


Early on a summer morning, you may find a lacy web 
shining with dew on the grass. It was probably made by 
a grass spider. She waits for insects to tumble in her 
funnel-shaped web. Triangular webs in bushes or low 
tree branches are usually made by a triangle spider. 
And those cobwebs near the ceiling in your house are 
spun by a house spider. 


Sometimes spiders bite, so don't pick them up. It's 
also important not to kill them, since they are helpful 
friends. They eat many pesty insects that spread disease 
and harm growing things.
